MUSIC-HALL SONG WRITERS. 


Many of the ular songs played on piano-organs, 
whistled throngh ¢ streets, and sung in music-halls, 
are the composition of men who have not the slightest 
knowledge of music, and cannot distinguish one note 
from another. 

In the original form their songs and patter are un- 
grammatical and badly spelt, but they contain good germs 
of comedy, and when polished up a little and the 
vulgarisms deleted they are rendered suitable to sing. 
If they are intended for publication the songs mndergs 
another pruning, in order to make them more presentable 
than if simply intended for music-hall use. 

A song is never published until it has been proved to 
be a success on the stage, and it must be admitted that 
quite seventy-five to eighty per cent. of the songs to be 
seen in a music-seller’s shop owe their popularity to being 
Sim protuoed fothry ese 6 ery, ; 

singing right of a music- song is usually one 
guinea, though at times two, three, and even five guineas 
are paid ; but this latter sum is a very exceptional one. 

As a rule, music publishers pay from £5 to £15 for a 
song, the average being about £8, and when the author 
of a song which has been published is also the composer 
of the music, he shares the sum received from the pub- 
lisher equally with the vocalist. 

The songs that are most readily taken up by pub- 
lishers are those of a comic nature; but they are not 
always correct in their judgment, as was proved by the 
success of “ Ask a Policeman,” which was refused b 
five well-known firms, and finally issued by the house to 
which it was first offered, £10 securing the entire pub- 
lishing rights. As everyone knows, this song became 
famous hout not only the United Kingdom, but 
the whole English- ing world. 

With the exception of a few isolated cases, song- 
writing cannot be said to pay. The average income of 
a successful writer does not amount to more than about 
£150 a year.

SHOULD STOUT PERSONS STARVE THEMSELVES? 

We are afraid that semi-starvation as a cure for corpu- 
lency prevails very much toa dangerous degree. Mr. Archer, 
the late well-known popular jockey, was in the habit of 
going without food for a long in order that‘he could 
ride a certain horse at its weight, and there is not much 
doubt that the debility resulting from this habit of abstemi- 
ousness was certainly not conducive to combating the dire 
attack of fever which was perhaps indirectly responsible 
for the untimely end, in the zenith of his fame, of this un- 
fortunate but accomplished horseman. Even Mary Jane in 
the kitchen will eat sparingly of the food allowed her, while 
she will seek to reduce her fat by copious draughts from the 
vinegar cruet, and succeeds only in injuring the coats of her 
stomach—the forerunner of dyspeptic troubles which will be 
difficult to overcome. 

The Continental medicos seem to advocate this great 
reduction of ordinary foods, but one of these savants suggests 
that the stout person should eat considerably of fatty 
meats in order that the appetite is appeased, and conse- 
quently less food requi so that practically this is 
indirectly advocating semi-starvation. On the other hand, 
Mr. Russell, the British specialist, takes a different course.

The U.B.E.A. have been naked to select fifty to yo 
out in May, and another party to follow later in the 
year. Domestic servants are in demand, owing to the 
fact that the native girls. as a rue, will not go out to 
service.

It is 
quite possible, however, to obtain Yucatan hammocks 
in England, und well worth the trouble.
